Mrs.  McNab  Miller  is  from  St. 
Louis  and  is  chairman  of  the  health 
work  of  the  General  Federation  of 
Women’s  Clubs.

Together  with 
the  other  members  of  that  team  he 
was  awarded  a medal  for  his  playing. 

Since  that  time  he  has  been  out  of 
school,,  but  came  back  this  year  and 
plunged  at  once  into  football.  His 
fellow  meVnbers  of  the  “Give  and 
Take”  Club  were  quick  to  recognize 
the  returned  star,  and  showed  their 
appreciation  by  electin<g  him  captain 
of  the  football  team.  He  plays  full- 
back, and  though  rather  small,  he 
goes  through  opposing  lines  like  a 
bullet  and  has  every  promise  of  de- 
veloping into  as  great  a star  in  foot- 
ball as  in  basketball.

From  early  childhood 
he  showed  his  love  and  adaptness 
in  the  musical  line.  His  concert  work 
began  when  he  was  thirteen  years 
old,  when  he  toured  the  U.  S.  with 
such  artists  as  Clara  Louise  Kellogg, 
Emma  Thursby  and  the  violinist, 
Ovide  Musin. 

The  greatest  ambition  of  his  life 
was  his  desire  to  study  under  the  in- 
spirational teacher  and  composer, 
Liszt,  but  his  ambition  turned  to 
the  darkest  of  disappointments,  when 
upon  his  return  to  Europe  he  learned 
that  Liszt  had  passed  away.  He  then 
determined  to  study  diligently  and 
become  his  own  teacher.  His  pres- 
ent reputation  has  certainly  proved 
that  he  was  indeed  a thorough  stu- 
dent and  a lover  of  the  best  in  music. 

Leopold  Godowsky  is  the  ac- 
cepted Master  Pianist  of  his  time. 
The  American’s  musical  appreciation 
and  interpretation  owes  much  to  the 
influence  of  his  compositions,  play- 
ing and  teaching.  He  is  a foremost 
booster  for  “The  best  in  music  for 
everyone.”

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Control  Friday,  September  30th,  it 
was  decided  that  the  article  of  the 
constitution  which  reads — “No  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Control  except- 
ing the  second  Vice  President  shall 
hold  more  than  one  office,”  should 
not  be  disregarded.  In  view  of  this 
decision  made  by  the  Board  of  Con- 
trol, the  Junior  Class  held  a.  second 
election,  last  Monday,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  a class  President,  in 
place  of  Stewart  Williams,  Editor  of 
“Banyan.” 

According  to  Mr.  Williams,  he  was 
unaware  of  the  above  rule  when  he 
accepted  the  office  of  President  of 
the  Junior  Class. 

“I  regret  very  much  that  this  mis- 
take has  happened,  but  I shall  be  glad 
to  do  whatever  the  Board  of  Con- 
trol considers  right,”  was  Mr.  Wil- 
liam’s statement  regarding  the  mat- 
ter. 

As  Mr.  Williams  holds  the  very 
important  position  of  Banyan  Editor 
in  the  school,  another  position  would 
give  him  too  much  work,  besides 
depriving  either  the  Junior  Class  or 
the  Banyan  staff,  of  a vote  in  the 
Board  of  Control.  The  Junior’s  hate 
to  lose  Stewart’s  leadership,  but  they 
will  find  a very  able  leader  in  Mr. 
Fred  Markham,  who  was  chosen  to 
replace  him. 

Fred  has  quite  a list  of  school 
achievements,  attributed,  to  his  predit. 
He  has  had  a great  deal  of  dramatic 
experience,  taking  the  herb’s  part  in 
at  least  four  play  productions  at  this 
school.  He  was  Editor  of  last  year’s 
Banyan,  and  ran  against  Mr.  Hubbard 
for  the  editorship  of  th,e  school  paper. 
Besides,  Fred  is  a real  liye  worker 
and  is  always  optomistic.

T.  N.  Taylor,  Chairman  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committe  of  the  Board  of 
1 rustees  of  the  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity has  just  announced  that  the 
formal1  inauguration  of  Dr.  Franklin 
Stewart  Harris  as  President  of  the 
Brigham  Young  University  will  be 
held  on  Monday,  October  17.  “It 
was  decided  to  hold  a formal  inaugu- 
ration” says  President  Taylor,  “after 
consulting  various  members  of  the 
Board,  Church  authorities,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  Commission  of 
Education.” 

This  will  be  the  first  formal  in- 
auguration of  a University  President 
in  the  educational  history  of  the  state 
and  the  plans  as  already  outlined  in- 
dicate that  it  will  be  one  of  the  larg- 
est functions  of  its  kind  that  has  yet 
been  held  in  the  intermountain 
country.  According  to  President 
Taylor  a great  many  of  the  promin- 
ent educators  of  the  State  and  Church 
authorities  will  be  in  attendance  while 
invitations  will  also  be  issued  to 
every  University  and  College  in  the 
country,  also  to  all  the  high  school 
principals,  members  of  city  and  coun- 
ty boards,  and  many  other  prominent 
Church  and  State  figures. 

The  program  as  at  present  arrang- 
ed provides  for  an  inaugural  proces- 
sion at  9 o’clock  in  the  morning,  in- 
augural ceremonies  and  address  at 
10  o clock,  an  inaugural  banquet  at 
1 :30  in  the  afternoon  and  the  inaugur- 
al ball  at  8:30  in  the  evening.

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CLASS  STANDING 


It  was  considered  a most  wonderful  advance  in  our  school 
system  when  it  became  possible  to  divide  the  public  schools 
into  classes,  and  group  together  those  whose  knowledge  was 
on  a par.  It  is  considered  a waste  of  time  for  an  eighth  grader 
to  be  held  back  in  the  same  class  with  a fourth  grader,  and 
though  the  person  in  the  fourth  grade  might  benefit  by  such 
an  association,  his  benefit  was  not  nearly  so  great  as  it  would 
have  been  had  he  been  kept  among  those  whose  attainments 
he  could  more  easily  duplicate  and  understand,  and  thus  by; 
natural  and  degrees  acquire  the  knowledge  necessary  to  quali- 
fy him  as  an  eighth  grader.  And  when  further  considered  in 
the  light  of  the  draw-back  on  the  eighth  grader  to  be  forced 
to  stay  in  an  inferior  class,  it  is  very  easy  to  understand  why 
the  class  system  was  such  an  improvement. 

In  colleges  the  usual  time  for  completing  a degree  is  four 
years;  and  classes  have  been  organized  along  the  same  plan 
followed  in  public  schools.  If  it  were  really  better  tb  throw 
all  students  together  into  one  vast  hodge-podge,'  certainly 
those  who  are  responsible  for  our  school  system  would  have 
discarded  the  class  idea  long  ago.  Both  methods  have  been 
before  the  educational  world,  and  its  unanimous  verdict  has 
been  for  the  class  system. 

The  lines  have  been  rather  loosely  drawn  in  the  B.  Y-  U. 
so  far.  Freshmen  have  been  permitted  to  enter  activities  and 
to  compete  as  Sophomores  and  Juniors.  Sophomores  have 
passed  as  Juniors  and  Seniors.  In  view. of  the  experience  and 
the  practice  of  other  schools  it  would  seem  that  this  should 
not  be  allowed.  It  is  wrong,  fundamentally  wrong.  It  is 
nothing  more  nor  less  than  sailing  under  false  colors,  and  to 
our  mind  is  about  the  most  destructive  force  imaginable  to 
wholesome  class  spirit.  It  should  not  be  tolerated.  If  we  want 
to  go  back  to  the  old  system,  all  well  and  good.  But  if  we 
want  to  become  like  other  schools,  and  breed  into  our  organi- 
zation class  patriotism  and  pep,  then  let  us  do  that-  But  there 
should  be  no  half-way  measures, — either  one  thing  or  the 
other.  Hew  to  the  line! 

Experience  has  shown  that  the  class  system  is  better  in 
every  respect,  and  frankly,  we  cannot  conceive  of  anyone  ser- 
iously advocating  its  overthrow.  It  builds  up  the  institution, 
it  builds  up  the  individual,  and  it  fosters  patriotism. 

Then  let  us  have  the  class  system  here  ! Nothng  is  too 
good  for  the  B.  Y.  U.  Draw  the  line!  Freshmen  should  re- 
main Freshmen  until  they  have  sufficient  credits  to  entitle 
them  to  become  Sophomores,  and  they  should  be  proud  of 
that  distinction.  The  same  applies  to  the  other  classes. 

One  of  the  campaign  pledges  on  which  the  present  stu- 
dent body  officers  were  elected  was : “We  promise  to  enforce 
class  standing.”  Let  us  see  that  pledge  carried  out  this  year. 


HOW  ABOUT  IT,  FRESHIES? 


Last  week  in  this  column  we  heard  what  should  be  done 
regarding  the  fall  cleaning  of  the  “Y”  on  the  mountain  side.
